in ff ctiv to overcom the Holloran et al. reference. 

The evidence submitted is insufficient to stab lish a reduction to practice of the inv ntion in this c untry or a 
NAFTA or WTO member country prior to the effective dat e of the Holloran et al. reference because the MPEP 
states that the declaration and exhibits must cl early explain which facts or data applicant is relying on to 
show completion of his or her invention prior t o a particular date. Vague and general statement in broad 
terms about what the exhibits describe alono with a general a ssertion that the exhibits describe a reduction 
to practice "amounts essentially to mere pleadin g, unsupported bv proof of showing of facts" and thus does 
not satisfy the reouirements of 37 CFR 1.131 (bl. Applicants have not given a clear indication making 
reference to fact that in describing reduction to practice. For example, on page 2 of the declaration, it is 
stated "Paoe 3 exhibits shows that we contemplated t he second cation exchange step to be optional if P. 
Pastoris was used". However this is only a contemplati o n, no factual evidence has been submitted that is 
contemplation was actually reduce d to practice. 
The rejection is maintained.
